Testimony of Accused, 


C L O SIN G O F T H E D E F E X S E -* C A 9 E

When the court opened Saturday after­ 
noon it dev eloped as a plan of the de­ 
fending counsel to hold all of the impor­ 
tant witnesses until the last, hence during 
the afternoon we had the pleasure of list 
ening to all the most interested parties. 
Mrs. Pulv er upon further ex amination 
said that sho saw no stick in the hand of 
the person that opened the blinds hut 
saw the hand distinctly ; there was a cur 
tain upon the window and it was lowered 
at the time but the lower sash of window 
was raised and the curtain being made of 
thin cheese cloth she was enabled to see 
easily by the light of the moon; there was 
no light other than that in the room; in 
her judgment the noise continued for 
twenty minutes or half an hour; she thinks 
the blinds were struck with a stick and 
by the sound thought they were struck 
quite heav ily ; she was much frightened at 
the time and remarked “ Why ! they aro 
coming right in;” she did uot tell her 
mother any thing that had taken place 
at the window nor her fears, but simply 
asked her to request them to leav e “ for I 
cannot stand in.” 
Cross ex amination 
brought out no further points in her testi­ 
mony . 
Chas. L. Pulver, husband of the last 
Witness, nex t took the stand and testified 
that he is thirty -one y ears old and in the 
creamery business in Valparaiso, Neb. 
First being questioned upon his acquain­ 
tance with members of the charivari party 
be said that Wm. Ilackman and J ohn 
Dougherty were speaking acquaintances; 
two others he knew by sight aud the re­ 
maining sev en he did not know; Clarence 
White is included in the last and he thinks 
he nev er saw him; he also heard a v oice 
say "Let them rest awhile and will giv e it 
to them again;” heard swearing, cursing 
and blaspheming from members of the 
party outside; he said, “ It seemed at one 
time that they were running back and 
forth on the front steps scraping or drag 
ging their feet aloig;'* he did not see how 
the bliads were turned and thought the 
blow against them was not heav y enough 
to break the shatters or any thing like that; 
when the shatters were turned his bride 
said to him, ‘‘Charlie, I believ e they are 
coming right ia;” he thought he distin­ 
guished Thas. Doagharty 's v oiar, did not 
know that he was acquainted with any 


one else outside; heard Mrs. Nettlston 
speak to the boy s and what she sale 
agreeing in that particular with prev ious 
testimony ; he heard shots after Mrs. Net 
tleton had asked them to leave; I thought 
that part of them were nearer us than the 
others; but did not know that any were 
fired from the house; did not learn that 
any one was shot until the nex t morning 
before his wife returned he arose and 
going to window to close shutters saw a 
man standing at the corner of the ell part 
of the house reloading his gun; he did not 
recognize the man; at time shooting was 
going on in the y ard he thought he couli: 
distinguish rev olv er or pistol shots anc 
•was of the opinion that some shots firec 
after Mrs. Nettleton had asked them to 
leave were from a revolver. 
On cross ex ­ 
amination he said the man reloading his 
gun was not nearer thai twelv e or fifteen 
feet from him; he supposed at the time 
that all the shots fired after the mother’s 
request for them to leav e were from the 
charivaring party some being closer to the 
hou3e than other; shutters in both sides of 
window were turned but blinds were 
hooked inside and were nev er opened; he 
left the window raised all night; he talked 
with no one after he retired 
that night 
ex cept his wife and did not see Arthur 
again after that time until morning; knew 
that Arthur slept upstairs bilt knew voth 
ingmore concerning his whereabouts that 
night 
The defendant’s mother, Mrs. .Tane 
Nettleton, called. 
Is fifty -two y ears old, 
was.born in Scotland and came to this 
county and Paw Paw when only four 
y ears old; her husband has been dead a 
little over twenty y ears and since she has 
manoged the farm; the defendant was 
twenty -one y ears old on 28 th day of De­ 
cember last; had been away to school 
three different times and worked on farm 
when » he was at home; Cora and Harley 
were -only other children. 
When the 
names of members of the charivari party 
were read she mentioned five of them as 
nev er,hav ing s en and others were ac­ 
quainted with to & certain degree; boy s 
went to west end of house; saw six pass 
her window; recognized Thos. Dough­ 
erty 's voice; about this time Arthur came 
came down stairs and said: “ Mother, I 
am getting tired of their fooling, if they 
don’t go away I shall shoot;” replied “ I 
wish we could giv e them a good scare;” ; 
he answered, “ Guess I will shoot pretty 
soon if they don’t leav e;” to this she said 
“ Don’t shoot, I guess they will go away 
pretty soon ,” Arthur returned to his room 
upstairs and was hardly out of sight when 
Cora came inco her room and asked to 
hav e her go out and hav e them g o away ; i 
did this but ubout time she got back to 
room noise again began; then went to the 
stairway and calling to Arthur said, now 
y ou may shoot but be careful and shoot 
ov er them so as not to hit any one; after 
his first shot noise for a moment was very 
v iolent then camo his second shot and 
noise stopped instantly ; she then heard 
cursing and swearing from road ; half an 
hour after she saw a wagon in road with 
a lautern and thought sho could recog­ 
nize Pierce's v oice say iug “ Hurry back 
boy s;” shortly after Arthur came to her 
room and bad, as she ex pressed it, a v ery 
shocked distressed look; he said to her* 
“ Mother, lhav e shot som o 
” at this 
point her sentence was interrupted by an 
objection to the conv ersation, which was 
sustained by court; Arthur then returned 
upstairs. 
Witness said that she only 
learned that any one was hurt by what 
she had seen from kitchen window’ and 
what Arthur had told her; he was arrested 
nex t morning, she slept in north-east cor­ 
ner of main part of house; the stairway 
opens into.kitchen and runs north; Mr. 
Odckirk, their hired man, slept in north 
room of building upstairs and Arthur in 
south room upstairs. 
She then being 
asked a few questions in regard to meas­ 
urements that had been made at different 
times testified to a number of such niiuor 
points; she also agreed in the main with 
her son Harley ’s statement of the slope 
of ground in y ard. 
()u cross ex amination 
she said that boy s were not making any 
noise when she spoke to them and that 
they started immediately when she order­ 
ed them to leave; thinks she saw’ the car­ 
riage stop there ubout ftwelv e o’clock 
aud at least before one o’clock. Witness 
had made objections to persons going iu- 
to the upper room, occupied by her son 
that night, for tke purpose of obsery u- 
sions. 
We omit the minor points in her 
testimony and hasten to that of the defen 
dant. 
Arthur Nettleton, who was nex t called 
and said that he was twenty -one y ears 
old and unmarried; “ I have liv ed at home 
ex cept when I have been away at school;” 
and thought that time was probably a 
y ear and a half or t#o y ears; he bad man­ 
aged the farm when his brother was away 
at school and when out west. The names 
•f those in the charivari party read to him 
and he replied to names as follow« : Wm. 
Hackman business acquaintance; Thos. 
Dougherty general business acquaintance 
but went to a celebration once with 
him;” J ohn Doagherty J “ ordinarily well 
acquainted,” Henry Nelsan, “ he worked 
at our place one season;’ 
Millo Larson, 
“ know him by sight;” 
W *. Oltson, 


“ know him by sight;” Andrew Williams 
"knew him by sight;” Frank Howell, 
“ know him by sight;” Louis Hackman, 
“ know him by sight;” Rudolph Parassa, 
“ hav e known him by sight since last 
spring;” 
Clarence White, “ know him 
when I meet him;” “ never saw him but 
three or four times;” “ think the first 
time I ev er met him was two y ears ago 
last August’” 
He said that he had nev er 
been well enough acquainted to v isit 
Clarence White; had met him once at a 
picnic ot Ly nn Grove and once at his un­ 
cle’s place; they were just well enough 
acquainted to speak and that there was 
nev er any ill feeling, on his part at least, 
toward either Clarence White or Wm. 
Hackman. 
He said he had gone to bed 
that night, as he recollected, a little be­ 
fore Mr. and Mrs. Pulver retired, or 
shortly after 10 o’clock. He was aroused 
in a short time by the starting up of the 
noise in the front y ard. 
He then rose 
and went to window to watch them. He 
said 
his 
room 
was 
in 
the 
southeast 
corner 
of 
the 
upper story and only window in the room 
was a south one. 
Said, near as I can 
judge, was a little after elev en o’clock 
when noise began; they went “ diagonaly 
across y ard to west end of house;” con­ 
tinued there a while making noise, and 
he getting disgusted, went down stairs to 
mother and said, “ I am getting tired of 
this fooling, if they don’t go away soon I 
will shoot.” 
She answered: “ wait a 
while, they will g o .” 
n e returned to 
room where he found Odekirk, who, by - 
the-way , had entered before he went 
down stairs. 
He took place at window 
with Odekirk and began watching them 
again; iu a ihort time saw his mother go 
out on front porch and speak to them; 
could not hear what she said. They went 
out across the y ard in same direction as 
they came in, passing nearer to the fence 
than did to this window, and left the 
y ard by the big gate, at east side; say s 
they went east past trees and that is the 
ast I saw of them; say s heard two shots 
fired; mother then came to stair-door and 
told me I might shoot, but be caretul and 
shoot high so as not to hit any bt. ly ; he 
replied that he would be cart ful, and go­ 
ing back into bis room loaded his g u n ; 
for a moment after his first shot he 
say s boy s in road stopped making this 
noise and then began ¿ again worse than 
ever; thfen he dropped his gun from his 
shoulder got two buck-shot ;from the 
shelf abov e the window*, dropped- them 
into gun and putting a leather wad on 
top of tbara fired second shot as fast as he 
could. ^The noise ceased immediately 
and all lie could hear was cursing and 
swearing from the road. 
Odekirk, who 
was sitting on floor by side of window 
said look out they might shoot into the 
window and y ou would be apt to get 
hit. 
He immediately dropped fiat on the 
floor and crawled out into hallway and 
into Odekirk’s 
room. 
Then began to 
re-load and Odekirk making the remark 
to him that they might fire on the house» 
he replied, I would try and giv e as good 
as they send. 
Knew this was the remark 
in substance but was too much ex cited 
that night to be able to remember the ex ­ 
act words in any of his conv ersations; 
said he found the guu empty and loaded 
it after his J mother told him he might 
shoot; gun was in his room that night and 
being asked concerning the amunition he 
said it was in my room. Speaking of man­ 
ner of loading gun; said I put in 
a 
charge of powder, then a leather wad, a 
charge of No. 6 shot, or what I bought 
for No. 6 last winter, and then another 
leather wad. 
After I fired the first shot 
I dropped in two buckshot and put in a 
leather wad. 
He said there was no light 
in the room when he loaded gun. 
Being 
asked concerning the amount of powder 
used, said don’t know as to that, I loaded 
in a hurry . 
If I remember right the 
flask was set nex t to smallest it would 
measure. 
Being shown a medium-sized 
zinc flask, said, that is my powder flask; 
believ e it is the one I used to load from 
that night. 
Hav ing no light in room at 
time he did not know how much powder 
he put in, but said it go nerally would fill 
the receptacle. 
Then being shown a four 
pound shot pouch, said, that 
is my 
shot-pouch. and the same that I loaded 
the gun from. 
He was also shown some 
wads and caps which were in a small

where parties were, and did not know 
what range they would be in from hear­ 
ing the noise. Saw teams pass about half 
an heur after shooting. 
I thought it 
would make more noise and scare them 
more to shoot into the tree; that he stood 
in Odekirk’g room until he came in, and 
one of them speaking of the time, they 
struck a match, and found it was three 
minutes before 
twelv e; when 
buggy 
came along and stopped, it had a lantern 
and 
I thought some one was hurt; 
there is a dead boy here, he heard some 
one say , as he thinks between two and 
three o’clock. 
I was out to the barn do 
ing chores when arrested; don’t remem­ 
ber that I said any thing about who had 
done the shooting. 
I was not aware that 
I knew any of them at the time; thoug.it 
I recognized one v oice but found nut 
afterwards I was mistaken. 
This was 
his direct testimony and 
the 
points 
brought out in the cross-ex amination 
were briefly as follows: 
The gun had 
been left for some time in the stairway , 
but he had cleaned it that day and put 
it in his own room. 
The ammunition he 
usually kept in his room; got the buck

shot last winter and used it to shoot 
hawks with; had used the gun only to 
shoot hawks and rats for six months or 
so before; the window sill was about 18 
in. high; saw some of the boy s when his 
mother was talking to them, and was 
only a minute or so below talking to bis 
mother; loaded the gun after the boy s 
had disappeared from his sight and stood 
about centre of room when doing it; said 
he heard the noises but could not tell 
where they were; supposed they were 
somewhere behind that walnut tree.

He drew up the gun in his 
usual way , to his left shoulder, and 
thinks that about half of gun-barrel was 
out of window; fired the left barrel first.

Were y ou shooting at the tree? 
asked Morrison. 
“ Yes sir, he replied. 
Speaking of the nex t morning, he said, 
went out there, (i. e. in the road;) did not 
stay but a short time, and went back to 
the house again;he saw some blood there; 
his herring is somewhat defectiv e; saw 
no flashes of gun iu road, but heard the 
reports; put in buek-sbot to make more 
noise—whizzing through! the air; don’t 
think I took any aim at all; said he re­ 
tired a short time after shooting, but was 
arroused again, and after that laid down 
on bed, but did not take off clothes again 
that night. 
He thought that he was not 
resting elbows on windowsill when fired. 
This completed his testimony , and Se- 
man Odekirk, their hired man was called. 
He testified that he was 46 y ears old and 
had been working for Mrs. J ane Nettleton 
during the present season; heard her tell 
the boy s to go off while he was in Arthurs 
room; said the last he saw of them was 
when they were by walnut trees; heard 
noise begin after they got into road and 
thinks Arthur went down stairs after his 
mother went to the doer; saw him load 
gua after shots were fired in the road; as 
he remembers Arthur stooped a little 
when he shot out of the window; but did 
not remember how he held gun; after first 
shot he set the gun on the floor aud put 
some bullets in, he could tell the differ­ 
ence in sound of those shot and those he 
put in at first; Arthur remarked to him I 
will put some bullets in and they will 
whizz through the air and scare them 
away . 
When standing before the w in­ 
dow after the second shot Oberkirk said 
they may shoot into the window and y ou 
may get shot; to this Arthur answered I 
will giv e as good as they send; Oder- 
kirk went into his room and to bed; 
Arthur came in and reloaded the gun 
by the noi.h window’; thought it could 
not be ov er a minute between shots 
Nettleton fired; he thought there was 
about tw'o rods space just in front of the 
gate in which a man could be seen from 
the window; ho came into my room aud 
wanted me to go out and see, i. e. some­ 
time after the shooting and when he had 
learned that some person was hurt; they 
went together to the woodshed below and 
while witness was pulling on his boots 
the carriage which stood in road drov e 
away and they went back to their rooms. 
Witness said he cautioned Arthur before 
he loaded the gun and said: 
If y ou are 
goinir to shoot out there put in some pow 
der and a wad. 
If y ou putin .;ny ¿ u o i 
y ou will have to ©hoot verv hi ’ • 
y ou 
will hit somebody 
Hu saw both flashes 
from the gun iu the road and so plainly 
through the leav es as to be willing to 
swear that the gun was pointed upward 
and toward the east. 
In reply to the cau­ 
tion wituess thinks he said, I will put in 
shot and they will hear them whiz; saw 
defendant take amunition from shelf 
abov e south window and say s I know he 
put in buck shot. 
This was the ex tent 
of witness’ testimony and J ulius Smith 
was called. 
It seeais the gun used by 
Mettleton was turned ov er to eur gun­ 
smith Saturday morning to tc tested. 


Smith said he loaded the gun as nearly 
as possible in the manner described by 
the attorney s, as that in which it was 
loaded when shot on night of J une 23d; 
shot both loads into a large piece of mus­ 
lin at 129 ft. range and gav e the distance 
that buckshot scattered each tim e. 
The 
two from the right barrel fell much be­ 
low the centre of J target, one of them 
nearly thirty -four inches. The other shot 
came comparativ ely near the centre. Ed. 
Hops ¿ the took stand and simply testified 
that he let Hackman hav e his gun to go to 
to chariv ari, but did not know that they 
took any pans from his place. 
The pic­ 
tures of Nettleton place taken on J uly 
20th, were introduced in ey idence as was 
the gun, the powder flask, shot pouch 
and target that Smith shot into in testing 
the gun Saturday . 
When the defense said they rested their 
case on Staturday ev ening, it was the 
general v erdict that ev ery one needed a 
rest. 
Monday morning no testimony of 
any importance was brought in. 
Our 
photographers simply gav e their opinions 
of the pictures introduced in ev idence. 
This closed the testimony in the case, 
and J udge Farrand opened the argu 
ments. 
The case will probably go to the 
jury to-night or early to-morrow.
